No his- 
torian has ever ventured to give such a 
large number of dates as the Bible, 


which are made to synchronize with the | MR 


dates of kings of other nations, thereby 
enabling accurate control. Thus the 
‘kings of Judah are made to synchronize 
with the kings of Israel, and many of 
Babylon, Assyria, Egypt and Persia.” 

At the last orientalists’ congress in 
Vienna the learned gentleman presented 
the first part of his researches, extending 
| over.twenty years; No doubt his charts, 
when published; will startle many a pro- 
fessor of theology all over the world— 
at least such as have taught their pupils 
that it was impossible to put in order 
and harmonize these confused dates. 

Mr. Hechler proves that they do har- 
monize, and that in a most wonderful 
manner, but the key had to be sought 
and found. He does not profess to have 
untied the Gordian knot and to have 
disposed of every difficulty, but the re-

An Oregon Breathing Well. 

The well is one and a quarter miles 
east of Stan wood, on the high land, near- 
ly 150 feet *tibov4 stm level? Its owner, 
O. W. Coltom, began digging it last June, 
but abandoned it various times because 
of gas or firedamp. He succeeded in 
reaching an abundance of good water at 
a depth of ninety feet from the surface 
last October, having passed through suc- 
cessive layers of clay, sand and some 
kind of stratified rock. About eighty 
feet below the surface he found a sprink- 
ling of anthracite coal,and still farther 
down large quantities of loose speci- 
mens of volcanic stones of several kinds, 
many of which haye the appearance of 
having been melted and run together. 

About the close of October Mr. Coltom 
noticed that the well was blowing out a 
kind of gas with considerable force, and 
at irregular periods of time, varying 
from five days to sixteén hours’ duration. 
It would reverse the operations and be- 
gin to draw in the air with equal force, 
the inhalations lasting about as longa 
time as the exhalations. Shortly after 
the gas disappeared, but the respiration 
of air continued with increasing force, 
until at the present time it has sufficient 
force to drive a large windmill. Not 
long since Mr. Coltom went down into 
the well and discovered that the air was 
being drawn in and blown out at a point 
fifteen feet from the bottom of the well. 
It is supposed that there must be a large 
cavern at a distance from the well, and 
the air comes through a small passage 
leading from the cavern to the well. No 
cavern or passage has yét been found, 
as the well is walled up, and the air 
comes through the rocks in the well.— 
Utsalady (Ore.) News.

Louis platform; demand the prohibition 
of gambling on boards of trade; favor 
Government control of telegraph and 
railroads, the election of President, 
Vice-President and Senators by direct 
vote of the people, the probibition of 
non-resident alien ownership of land;

At 10 o’clock yesterday morning 
Messrs. Hogin, Aussem and Berry ap- 
peared betore City Recorder Rose, 
where they were confronted with com- 
plaints to the effect that they had sold 
whisky within the corporate limits of 
the gity for osher than medicinal, 
chemical or méchauical purposes, and 


without the prescription of a physi- B 


cian, The men pleaded guilty. At 3 
o’clock inthe afternoon Aussem and 
Berry were each sentenced to pay a

NOT FOR THE RICH ONLY. 
California is the Poor Man's Para- 
dise as Well. 

Frequent inquiries are made by east- 
ern people regarding the price of 
orange land hereabouts and the profits 
accruing from the same. We quote in 
uns wer extracts from a letter handed 
us, written in Pasadena and published 
‘in an Indiana paper: A man here 
with acres of oranges can build him- 
self a rosidence in the city, go to the 


_ seaside or the mountains for the sum- 


mer, and settle back ou an income that 
- ~-~- Continually grows larger as the tree 


increase in age. The cheapest piece of 
land that I could get track of was $200 


per acre with nothing on it but water 


forirrigation, To set this with a good 
quality of budded trees two years old 
costs $150 per acre, giving a total cost 
of $360 per acre for the firstyear. The 
fifth year. if the trees have been prop- 
erly cared far, they will produce some 
fruit, the sixth year they will more 


than pay expenses, and from the 


seventh year on they continually grow 
iu value. 1 was in one orchard of ten 
acres where the trees are twelve years 
old that the owner was paid $4000 cash 
for the fruit on the trees. At seven to 
ten years old, it is counted a sure thing 
to net from $200 to 4300 per acre. 
When you go to inquire the price of a 
bearing orchard, the figures simply 
strangle yon. For instance, I en- 
quired of a gentleman the price of six 
acres with trees eight years old and 
excellent improvements, and the price 
cume quick and decisive, $12,000. I 
didn't faint, but I thought of the many 
broad acres of good Indiaha soil 
$12,000 would buy. Other prices range 
like these: Five acres, seven-yeat-old 
budded trees, for $6000; ten acres, 
in full bearing, for $7500; fifteen acres, 
in good bearing orauges and walnuts 
for $8000; five acres, ali in assorted 
fruits, for 88500; twenty acres for 
$4500, and so op. The prices here are 
governed by the some conditions that 
control the value of land in any sec- 
tion. The best always brings the 
most and that which is aot so good 

oes at a corresponding less price. 

ery few first-class groves can be pur- 
chased at any price, as the money can- 


not be reinvested in any other busi-| 


ness that would pay as well.“ 

It will not be disputed that the above 
pretty fairly sizes up things as they 
are, and yet such articles, written es- 
pecially for the benefit of easterners, 
willdo more harm than good, This 


everlasting harping on the high price 
ot land is sufficient to keep many 
would-be settlers away. Why not 


rather spread the news that land, 
equally well adapted for fruit culture 
but lying further out and in the val- 
leys, can be bought for $60 an acre and 
upward. Then let the man of reason- 
able means set to work at cultivating 
this land, and himself develop orchards 
that make poor menrich. Itisnot the 
capitalists alone who can thrive here. 
California offers opportunities 
to the poor man If it takes a fortune 
to buy a big orchard in full bearing, a 
fortune can be gained from a small 
investment by buying unimproved land 
and cultivating it oneself.

SECRET SUCLELY NEWS. 


GENERAL GOSSIP FROM LODGE ROOM 
| AND CASTLE HALL. 


An Interesting Statement of the Growth 
and Strength of Vraternal Orders in 
the United States—A Vast Army 1,2650,- 
000 Strong—Other Items. 


The following is extracted from the re 
port of the committee on statistics pre- 
sented at the fourth annual session of the 
National Fraternal congress: 

Your committee foel that they would be 
safe in saying that there are today in the 
various legitimate fraternal beneliciary or- 
ganizations over 1,250,000 members, and it 
is further sata to Say that during the year 

1889 the total death and disability benefits 
reached $20,000,000. As near as can be es 
timated, the various fraternal protective 
organizations, those that would be recog- 
nized by this congress as a part and parcel 
of our fraternal protective system, have 
paid out during the last quarter of a cent 
ury, dating back to the time when the 
Ancient Order of United Workmen was in- 
stituted in thiscountry, $150,000,000 to the 
widows, orphans and dependents of de- 
ceased mem bers. 

Your committee would further say that 
from the reports sent in the average in- 
crease of membership over suspensions and 
deaths during the year 1889, in the frater- 
nal orders reporting, was over 11 per 
cent., and it is safe to say that thts per- 
centagé will hold good in all orders belong- 
ing to the fraternal system. 

The reports further show that the rate 
of mortality has been within a fraction 
of 1 per cent., or ten to each one thou- 
sand members during the year 1889, 

The reports further show that the sus- 
pensions were about 6 percent. To put 
it more plainly, the orders reporting had 
during the year 1899 an increase of 18 
per cent., a decrease by death of 1 per cent., 
and by suspensions 6 per cent., leaving a 
net increase of Il per cent. 

Eighteen orders show an average within 
a fraction of sixteen death assessments 
during the year 1889. 

It is farther shown that the rejections by 
supreme medical examiners and by ballot 
were over 5 per cent. of the number apply- 
ing for admission. 

The average age of the membership in 
the orders at the close of 18890, taking the 
reports before the committee as a basis, 
does not exceed thirty-nine years, while 
the average age of members who died 
during the year reaches forty-three years. 
The average age of members admitted 
during the year does not exceed thirty- 
five, while the average age of those sus- 
pended and withdrawn is a fraction over 
thirty-eight years. 

The management expenses, or the cost to 
the orders to conduct and manage the 
business affairs of the grand and supreme 
bodies—that is, receiving and disbursing 
the benefit fand and the expense of hold- 
ing grand andsupreme meetings, salaries 
of officers, etc.—has been about 10 per cent. 
Compare this with the management of 
thirty of the principal old line life insur- 
ance companies. The insurance reports 
show that the total amount paid to policy 
holders of those thirty companies during 
the year 1889 was 885, 185,471.43, and the 
management expenses were $36,208,130.95, 
or about 55 per cent. of the disbursements.

What legal standing has this pig in 
case it gets itself igto any trouble? 

What is the difference between a dog 
and a pig from a legal point of view?

for a pig, and would not a pig traveling 
with such a pertnit be liable to be ar- 

If Mr. Partridge or his deputies seize 
this pig for not being licensed, will not 
its owner have a good cause of action for 
a damage suit against the city and 
county?

Partridge has to wrestle with, and it is 
because he doesn’t know any solution of 
them that his nights are either sleepless 
or troubled with dreams, in which he 
sees people with every kind of animal 
from an elephant to a mouse following 
them about the streets as pets.—San 
Francisco Chronicle. 


Points for Travelers. 

Here are some facts that prospective 
visitors to Europe this summer will find 
it handy to cut out and treasure up for 
the time at sea when they want to ap- 
pear well booked as old tourists on mat- 
ters of transatlantio travel. The first 
steamship that crossed the Atlantic was 
the Savannah, in 1819, in twenty-five 
days, and the first regular line estab- 
lished was the British and American 
Royal Mail and Steam Packet company,

The dis- 
tance from New York to Liverpool is 
3,064 nautical miles by the northern 
track and 3,139 miles by the ,southern 
track.

In estimating records the 
points taken on either side are Sandy 
Hook and Daunt’s Rock, Queenstown 
harbor. The first light sighted on the 
British coast is the Bull, Cow and Calf, 
Ireland, and on the American coast 
either Nantucket or Fire Island.
